On his arrival here, | handed him 
a paper containing Capt. Folgei’s state- 
ment; he read it with strict attention and 
observed, that he had no doubt of the cor- 
rectness of it as it respected the imprison- 
ment, marching, &c. &c. for that he had 
suffered inthe same manner. I asked 
him if he woukl give a statement of his 
sufferings for publication ; he answered 
that he had.no particular objection ; but 
that Americen papers containing such 
statements would find their way to France 
through their fiolice officers in this coun- 
try; and thatas he meant to to sea 
again, and should the French hereafter 
+ catch him they would use him ten times 
worse than ever.

monstrated against their yielding to the 
testimony of such a fellow against alf oth- 
er circumstances—but in vain; part of 
the Mentor’s cargo was taken out, the 
crew carried on bourd the frigate, and in 
the night captain W. was called upon 
deck to behold his ship in flames!

From Spain.—By an arrival at Philadelphia, 
Cadiz papers to the 7th of June; and by another 
at New-Haven, verbal accounts from Cadiz to 
the 13th, are received. They all concer in red 
presenting the patriot cause as triumphant in ev- 
ery quarter. 

The Seville papers give an account of a most! 
gallant action fought on the 14th of May, at Als 
cantara. At-8 o’clock in the morning, the’ 
French, consisting of 10,000 foot and 1,500 horse , 
with 12 pieces of cannon, supposed to be under 
the command of Marshal Victor, commenced the’ 
attack upon a body of Portuguese (posted on the. 
height in front of the town) consisting of only, 
1,800 men, with 6 pieces of cannon, under the 
command of Col. Mayne. Notwithstanding the’ 
great superiority of the French force, the Portu- 
guese fought with such incredible bravery, that’ 
they maintained the pass of the height, until sun- 
set, when they retreated in goed order, preserv- 
ing their cannon, and taking care of their wound- 
ed. The loss of the French amounted to 1200 
men—that of the Portuguese was very trifling.
